It is generally allowed by every one that hath made 
the natural hiſtory of birds their ſtudy, that it fre- 
quently happens they are deceived in the arrangement 
of this ſpecies. Its variety is not owing ſolely to 
the difference of age, but I have found a conſiderable 
difference in the ſame brood; I am apt to believe this 
is the female Keſtrel (a young bird) as the duſky lines on 
the heart in this are longitudinal; in the Sparrow Hawk

Theſe are ſolitary birds, and are ſeldom ſeen but in 
pairs; they build their neſt in the manner of the wood- 
pigeon, generally in an old ſpreading oak, and near the 
ground, or in thick hedges; they are found all the 
year in Buckinghamſhire, and the young ones frequent- 
ly taken to town by perſons which frequent the Lon— 
don markets, in the cherry ſeaſon, and ſell them to the 
dealers in birds; afterwards they are often impoſed 
upon the incurious, as foreign doves, and put up in 
cages to breed. Their food is wheat, and the only care 
they require is to be kept clean, their water changed 
every day, and the bottom of the cage covered with red 
ſand, which prevents the dung adhering to their ſeet, 
and prevents them having the cramp : their note is very 
plaintive. Thoſe which I kad confined in a cage were 
perpetually fighting, and ftriking each other violently 
with their wings. |

| hatched, they ſhould not be ſuffered to go abroad for 
ten days or a fortnight, A box ſhould be provided of 
a proper ſize, divided into two apartments; the hen 
ſhould be confaned in one, with lattice work of ſufficient 


width for the young ones to go into the others to feed, 


which ſhould be covered at the top, or indeed all round, 
with net or wire-work ; I prefer the laſt, as it is better 
ſecurity from rats and vermin ; the other, where the 


hen 1s confined, ſhould have a receſs at the end to put her 


food and water in; or during this ſpace the young ones 
ſhould be fed in their apartments with the eggs of the 
Horſe-emmet, and alſo barley-flour made into a paſte 
may be given the ſize of a ſmall pea; great care being 
taken not to give them any of the inſects, which 
would ſting the young ones, and endanger their lives ; 
as they become ſtrong, you may give them the emmets, 
firſt killing them, by confining them in a cloſe 
veſſel, then ſetting ſome brimſtone on fire, and keep- 
ing the ſumes in for ſome time, which effectually ſmo- 
thers them; during this time ſome give them milk, 
others milk and water, and indeed water alone; ob- 
ſerving the milk is perfectly ſweet. In about a fort- 
night you may venture to bring them out; chooſe a 
fine day, and confine the hen under a coop or prickle, 
and place her upon a dry ſpot of ground, ſheltered 
from the wind by a fence or ruſh. Let the young ones 
be incloſed with a boundary of netting which will 
allow them ſufficient room, and prevent their ſtraggling; 
it would be better if it could be entirely covered with 
netting to ſecure them from hawks, &c. which make 
great devaſtation among them: in this manner they 
may continue, removing them to a freſh ſpot now and 
then as occaſion requires, obſerving to place them in 
ſuch a ſpot that they may enjoy the benefit of the ſun, 


and alſo be free from its ſcorching rays ; they may now 


be ſuffered to feed upon emmets that are only diſabled, 


not quite killed, and at laſt give them as they are taken, 
earth and all.
